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REMARKS 

In the Office Action, the Examiner noted that claims 1-37 are pending in the 
application, that claims 1-4, 6, 7, 9, 11-17, 19^30 and 36-37 are rejected, and that 
claims 5, 8, 10, 18 and 31-35 are objected to. By this amendment, claims 1-4, 12-17, 
23-30 and 36-37 are cancelled, claims 5-7, 9, 18-22 and 31-32 are amended and claims 
8, 10-11 and 33-35 continue unamended. 

In view of the amendments and the following discussion, the applicants submit 
that all of the claims now pending in the application are in allowable form and that such 
allowance is earnestly solicited. 

The amendments made herein are made to further the prosecution of this patent 
application to issue, and not in response to prior art. 

A LLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

The applicants thank the Examiner for noting that claims 5, 8, 10, 11 , 18 and 31- 
35 would be allowable If rewritten in independent form including all the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. To further prosecution of this application to 
issue, the applicants have amended claims 5, 18 and 31 as indicated by the Examiner. 
Moreover, all dependent claims have been amended as necessary to depend, either 
directly or indirectly, from claims 5, 18 or 31 . As such, it is respectfully submitted that 
having made such amendments in conformance with the Examiner's request, the claims 
now pending in the application should proceed to issue. 

It is noted that claims 5, 18 and 31 are rewritten in independent form, and that 
claims dependent therefrom have been amended as appropriate. 

CONCLUSION 

Thus, the applicants submit that all of the claims presently in the application are 
patentable and that allowance of these claims is earnestly solicited. If, however, the
